MENTION ROBERTS 


But Exonerates Judge Red- 
man in His Opening 
Statement. 


Indianapolis, Mardi 10.—That imdei 
the law every person is presumed to be 
innocent Tintil proven guilty and that 
the 
twenty-eight 
defendants 
in 
the 
Terre Haute election case are on trial 
for conspiracy and not the various al- 
leged overt acts was the contention of 
Frank S. Roby, who made the opening 
statement for the defense in the United 
States district court here today. 
His 
speech was very brief. 
Special counsel 
for some of the defendants Avaived the 
right to make opening statements and 
the witnesses were sworn shortly after 
10 o'clock. 


During Mr. Roby's speech he asserted 
that whenever thé people were aroused 
to indignation it was human nature to 
demand that someone be punished and 
began to illustrate his point with the 
story of the lynching. 
United States 
Attorney Dailey objected on the ground 
that such a reference had no place in 
an opening statement, and was 
sus- 
tained bv Judge Anderson. 


Didn't Mention Roberts. 
Attorney Roby declared that Judge 
Eli H. Redman,'one of the defendants 
had not acted 
¿s a collectof 
of 
the 
"slush fund," as asserted by the district 
attorney, and that he was innocent of 
any violation of either the federal or 
state law. 
He did not mention Mayor 
Roberts, or any of the other defend- 
ants. He devoted most of his speech to 
the fact that the defendants are charged 
with a conspiracy and it was the duty 
of the jury to try them on that charge 
and not whether the men are guilty of 
any of the overt acts cfiarged in the in- 
dictment. 


Mr. Roby asserted that the evidence 
would not show any violation of the 
postal laws as averred in counts 3 and 
4 of the indictment. He said it would 
be useless and impossible for him to 
take up in detail and discuss the case 
alleged against each defendant.

The new law, which provides that in 
each county of the state there shall be 
a board of tiirnpike directors and dosi.«:- 
natin^ the three county commissioners, 
the county auditor and the county sur- 
veyor as ex-oificio 
members 
thereof, 
has aroused the indignation of Com- 
misisoners 
J. 
D. 
Butt , William 
C. 
Schwier and Albert J. Black, of Allen 
county. 
The law abolishes the oflice of 
county superintendent of highways and 
puts the care of roads back on the olJ 
basis. 
The commissioners and other 
members of the directorate will work 
for a per diem of $3.50 each and the 
siu-veyor will be allowed an expenso ac- 
count. 


"The new law, if it is a law, will re- 
vive the 
old 
county 
commissioners' 
graft that it was well to have gotten 
away from," said County Commissioner 
»SchAvier, speaking of the new measure. 
"It Avill work a great hardship on the 
big counties and county boards and op- 
erate with great evil against good hiirh- 
waya. 
The coramÍ3sionei*s of the small- 
er counties evidentl.y butted the bill 
through because it gives them a chanc 
to patch out their smaller salaries and 
make a fairly good thinij of their offices. 


"Under this new law we will have in- 
stead of one competeilt man and his 
efficient 
deputies 
to 
superintenji the 
eighways and their repairs and main- 
tenance the 
three" commissioners and 
the surveyor, to look after three dis- 
tricts. Under the law of 1913 the coun- 
ty, so far as roads were concerned, was 
treated as a unit and that was an ex- 
cellent thinj^. 
Now each township will 
get the proceeds of its p^vn levy for ro?>d 
repairs and no moré, whereas under the 
new law the levy for road repairs wag 
general. Wayne township, for instance, 
with its great wealth, will prxjduce 
b^ 
revenue and it 
cannot 
be 
expended 
wholly in Wayne township without ex- 
travagance. 
But this township, which 
embraces the entire city, is interested 
vitally in having good highways in all 
townships.

bringing Obregon and the constitution- 
alist cause into disrepute. 


Pani is preparing a detailed state- 
ment of the quantity of food supplie.« 
which has been shipped into Mexico City 
together with what has been sliipped 
out, and by whom, in an effort to prove 
untrue charges that Obregon had delib- 
erately attempted to drive the people 
of the city to desperation, using hunger 
as a means. 
He will submit also a 
statement showing the exact amount of 
funds collected and the use to which this 
money was put. 
The funds on hand 
are said to have been turned over to 
Jose Peralti, cashier of the Bank of San 
Luis Potosi, who, Pani asserts, wm the 
choice both of the poor luid th© contrib- 
utors.

satisfaction with the W'ork of the gen- 
eral assembly, G o v ^ o r R ^ t o n . while 
busily engaged in examining measures 
that w^ere sent to . him in the closing 
hours of the session, said he was willing 
foi- the record of the legislature to speak 
for itself. 
Speaker Charles H. Bedwell 
prepared a statement in which he com- 
mended the members 
on 
accomplish- 
m e n t of the session, while Floor Léader 
Jesse E. Eschbach, of the house minor- 
ity, said; 
"The leadership of the ma- 
chiné has blasted the hopes of the dem- 
ocratic party in Indiana." 


"The legislature of 1915 closed with a 
record of accomplishments," said Qpef^er 
Bedwell, "that should receive the com- 
mendation 
of the 
entire state." 
He 
pointed to the effort at economy, eaC' 
pressing the opinion that "no taxpayer 
can say that his interest waa not care- 
fully preserved." 


Declaring that the 
"legislature 
re- 
sponded to the prevailing sentiment of 
tlie state that the people dO' not need 
much legislation, but better legislation," 
Mr. Bedwell said the record in afiSrina- 
tive legislation is good and pointed to 
enactment of the workmen's compensa- 
tion, primary election, mediation 
and 
conciliation, and measures to prevent a 
recurrence of disastrous 
flpoii. 
"The 
list of new laws," he said, "might be 
extended to great length, but suffice to 
say that, considered as a whole, the rec- 
ord will stand the closest scrutiny. The 
session was marked by the extreme good 
feeling, and a lack of partisanship, and 
when the final estimate is made, I can 
not see any reason why the verdict will 
not be favorable." 


Floor Leader Eschbach in his state- 
ment (aiticized the attempts of the so- 
called machine to influence lepslation, 
declared more than half of the demo* 
cratic party's pledges had not been re-

the 
republicans 
with aiding in redeeming tliose kept. 


"Individually, the majority side of the 
house qf representatives waa composed 
of aji.excellent body of men," said Mr.

Xew York, jNIarch 10.—"Wc- arc work- 
ing out plans at Sing Sing prison where- 
by tho prisoners luay be assigned to 
work for which thoy are suited," said 
E. Stagg Whitin, chairman of the em- 
ployment committee, recently organized 
by the national committee on prisons 
and prison labor. 


"Last summer many prisoners were 
scut to the road camps in New York 
state totally unfit for that type of la- 
bor; they liad to be returned to the 
prison and the state highAvay depart- 
ment claims did much to hinder 
the 
success of the Arork, causing delay and 
unnecessary' expense. 


"The proper development of the pris- 
on industries will prevent mistakes of 
this kind, while Avork can be provided 
for every man, either indoors or out 
at which he can be trained to make an 
honest living upon release. 


"We have the co-operation 
of 
the 
Golden Rule brotherhood at Sing Sing," 
continued Dr. Whitin, "and the brother- 
hood hajs appointed two 
members to 
carefully study the, men and recommend 
the type of work at which they should 
be placed. 
The men assigned to work 
in this way fee! themselves responsible 
to all their fellow pnsoners to make 
good, and already a marked« increase 
can be noticed in the efficiency of the 
shops at Sing Sing. 


"Thij labor unions are with us in this 
movemeht, several of the leaders. hav- 
ing visited Sin^ Slug in January and 
recommended the. changes necessary to 
bring the shops up to date. The unions 
have also offered^to help estaUish im 
apprentice system, whiereby the prison« 
er can be ^oroughly 
trained in 
his 
trade, Mid have promised thfti men so 
trained will be eligible for aembeimhip 
in the unions when they leiive ptB pris- 
on, and given equal staiidiBg wit]^ the 
other members.

Charles H. Spalding, for twelve years a member o£ 
She Sentinel stafí in the capacity of sportmg editor, and 
fiiore recently staff photographer of this newspaper as 
well, has passed away. The end came Tuesday eyenmg 
As the termination of some four weeks of illness m the 
course of which the hopes of his countless fnends were 
áltematély buoyed up or dashed down by the varymg 
éouíBe of the malady which at last claimed this fine-souled 
« man as its prey. Bravely he battled disease as he brave- 
ly battled eveiy phase of the active life which wag his, 
ánd just as bravely he sank at last into the slumber ot 
d.eath To those who knew him even casualljr, Mr. Spalding's 
death will come as a personal sorrow. To those whose 
close "Association through many years gave them a deeper 
insight into the fine qualities of the mari, his passmg 
brings a grief most poignant. His was a character un- 
usual in inaiiv ways. Wann and devoted in his friend- 
ships, his work was Ms passion and his fidelity was im- 
wavetog. 
Courageous, faithful, of fine character, lofty 
honor and kindly sympathies, his passing leaves a void 
•which only one's cherished memories of the man, the hus- 
band, the father, the. co-worker and the friend can fill. 


At least three men sentenced to prison terms from 
Allen county within the past year have akeady filed ap- 
pications for parole with the state board of pardons, to 
be taken up by that body at its March session.

It is fortunate 
for society that the state board of pardons stands be- 
tween a too early release of t ^ prisoner that would have 
the practical effect of nullifying the inspiration to help- 
fulness for which the indeterminate laws was designed.

MILITARY TRAINING. 


Course tinder Army Officerà to Be Op- 
ened at Princeton. 


Princeton, N. J., March 10.—^Prince- 
ton will offer a voluntary course in mil- 
itary traiiuiiir after Easter, according 
to an annouiìceméht made by the uni- 
versity faculty.

"i\ll the prisoners will be given lib- 
erty in Newport News but four, if they 
want to leave the Frie^rich. The four 
declined to sign papers that they would 
not take up arms against Germany and 
will be kept prisoners on that accoimt. 
Thrjee others will be detained. One has 
a wooden leg, jinother is suffering from 
tuberculosis and the other is deaf. That 
will naturally force them to be classed 
as undesirable immigrants. 


"The commander of the ilitel Fried- 
rich told me that he stopped at Valpa- 
raiso, Chile, where he took on provi- 
sions and also a iew more prisoner» and 
discharged 
there 
some 
English 
and 
Frcnch prisoners. He has asked for per- 
mission from the authorities in Wash- 
ington to be allowed to enter the ship- 
yard at Newport News for repair«.

"Wiltse, Piez, Brwin and 
Strand finished ahead of him in the of- 
ficial list, but the Dodger gets the honors 
u 
he played In nearly twice as many 
EÚaes as the men namefi. 


This Is the second time that Daubert 
has, flniidted at the head of the National 
league wallopers.. In 1913 he hit .350 in 
139 isames. McDonald, "playing with Bos- 
ton and Cincinnati, and Tingling, 
the 
BnMklyn pitcher, 
finished 
in front of 
Dautert that season, but they did not 
take-part in games enough to give them a 
lookin for first honors. 


In spite of his great hitting and won- 
derfbl 
fielding, 
there is talk 
today of 
trading Jake. 
The rumor will not down 
that Daubert is sore because he was not 
given a chance to manage the Dodgers 
in I^aee of Wilbert Robinson, and Just 
now it looks as though Robinson were 
seriously 
considering 
trading the 
best 
first sacker in the National league. This 
is denied by the officials of the Brooklyn 
club, but denials of a deal generally show 
that the deal is really on. 


Daubert is the idol of the thousands of 
fans •who. make the game pay in Brook- 
lyn and should he be traded there will be 
an awful howl in the City of Churches, 
but. baseball magnates ha\^e listened to 
h o ^ s before and know that fans soon

and clamor for a chance to pass 
through the turnstiles again and cheer 
for new heroes.

ball players, Daubert started out as a 
pitcher.

It was while with Marlon 
tbat -Seout Tom CBrten got a peek at 
oilr hero and secured him for Cleveland of 
tb» American league.

After Sunday, I^Iarch 14, mail depoe- 
ited in the boji at tho Pennsylvania 
station will not be taken up by railway 
mail clerks, as has been the custom for 
the last twenty-one years, but will be 
brought to the poetoffics and then taken- 
back to the depot.

Willing to Keep Off of Clin- 
ton Street for Pèriod 
of Four Years. 


T V city government has been ad- 
vised by officials of the Pennsylvania 
railroad that that company is willing 
to enter into an ajn^eement to make no 
encroachment with its buildings uoon 
that property that is necessary to sn 
opening of 
Clinton 
street 
across its 
tracks for a period of four years, dat- 
ing from January 1, 1915. 
A similar 
agreement for two years expired Janu- 
ary .1, and the city government sought 
and has obtiuned an extension of it for 
four years more. 
The bill urged by t)je 
administration in the legislature to per-

COUNCIL IN SHORT SESSION. 


No Bu«iness of Extraordinary Moment is 
"f^ransacted. 


In a short session during which the 
proceedings comprehended no business of 
surpassing moment, the city council on 
Tuesday uight received an ordinance ap 
propriating $270 to the public buildings 
and grounds account to be spent for the 
acquisition of a small tract of land neces 
sary to the opening of Herman street 
and the site of a dam that is to be con 
structcd at the Fourtli street bridge over 
Spy run.

out a kink in bookkeepz-ng in . the co^np- 
troller".^ office, where that amount had 
been credited to the. wrong fund. 
The 
council referred to committee an ordin- 
ance empowering the mayor to sell some 
scrapped equipment at the city light and 
power works, following ai» appraisement 
by the commissioners of the courts.
